Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is an entertaining and anecdotal talking-heads style documentary about the 
Cocaine trade in the United States in during the 1970s and 1980s. One excision is required to 
remove a sequence from the feature which promotes and encourages the criminal act of 
producing crack cocaine. It does this by providing step by step instructions on the production of 
crack cocaine from powder cocaine. With this material included, the availability of the publication 
is likely to be injurious to the public good regardless of the age or level of maturity of its viewers. 
The distributor decided not to make the excisions and the DVD is therefore classified as 
objectionable. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of objectionable interferes with 
the freedom of expression, but is the only outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention 
that publications falling under s3(2) of the FVPC Act are deemed to be objectionable.
